Divers 
first run cables, sometimes as many 
as a dozen under 
the hulk.

-above surface ends r' the cable are 
fastened to*lighters and "when, all is 
in readiness the lighters are pumped 
dry. 


In tidal water this takes place at 


low tiif. 
When the tide flows the 


lighters rise with it lifting their ob- 
ject up the exact height of the tide, 
as well as the few feet they them- 
selves rise on being pumped clear of 
water.
